My Dear People, 

As indicated last month I propose to use my 
page during 1948 for the discussion with you of 
what I shall call "Anglican Ways". Such a title 
gives plenty of scope which is what I desire. You 
can help me make it more useful by sending to me 
your unanswered questions and I will try to help 
you find the. answers. 

CANTERBURY 

But first of all I want to tell you of our Cana¬ 
dian plan to help Canterbury Cathedral—the 
Mother Church of the Anglican Communion. We 
have pledged ourselves to give for this purpose 
$100,000. In your churches you will be given an 
opportunity to make your contribution at one of 
the services. Special envelopes will be provided. 
You may, however, send your contribution to me 
at the Synod Office, 10029 103rd Street, Edmonton, 
if this proves to be convenient for any reason. I 
have in mind the fact that many who read this 
page are living remote from any regular church 
service. I ask you to send your gift now so that 
the Primate can take and present the full amount 
promised when the Bishops meet for their opening 
service in Canterbury Cathedral on Dominion Day, 
July 1st. 

For several centuries the Mother Church of 
England has sent missionaries to all parts of the 
world and has spent large sums of money in order 
to establish the work of our Church in many lands. 
The Canadian Church has shared generously in 
these gifts of men and money. The Mother Church 
now needs our help to restore Canterbury 
Cathedral which suffered during the war from 
enemy action. By our gifts we will help to restore 
part of the property thus destroyed and these 
buildings will stand as a memorial of the grati¬ 
tude of the Canadian Church. If each of us will do 
our share the gift will be assured. 

RADIO SUNDAY SCHOOL 

Another matter of supreme importance to our 
Church at this time is our RADIO SUNDAY 
SCHOOL. In another place you will find some 
details in respect to this matter. But here I desire 
to underline its importance and to enlist your 
support for it (see page 5). 

The RADIO is being widely used by the depart¬ 
ment of education to provide lessons for children 
who, for one reason or another, cannot attend 
school. The shortage of teachers is of cours& the 
main reason. For the same reason we decided to 
use the radio in order to reach our children who 
are unable to receive systematic Christian instruc¬ 
tion. THE RADIO SUNDAY SCHOOL began Janu¬ 
ary 4th, at 10:45 a.m. over CFRN. Already parents 
and pupils have written us to say that they have 



heard the lesson and value it. We anticipate that 
we shall have a very large enrollment of pupils. 
Enrollment cards have gone out to nearly 2000 
members and with your help this number will be 
immensely increased. 

In every part of the diocese there are scattered 
families of Anglicans who have lost direct contact 
with their church because we have been unable 
to provide a ministry for them. The parents often 
express the desire to have their children brought 
up in the faith of the Church and to proceed to 
confirmation. Through the RADIO SUNDAY 
SCHOOL we hope to re-establish contact with all 
our people and to link them to our fellowship. I 
urge you to write to CFRN—Edmonton, and the 
letters will come to me. Tell us how we can be 
of greatest help to you in the Christian instruction 
of your children and how the Radio Sunday School 
is being received in your area. There is one 
further thing that you can do—help us with the 
cost of broadcasting by sending in a gift for this 
purpose. 

ANGLICAN WAYS 

What is happening in regard to the proposals 
for ministry, mutually acceptable to the United 
Church and ourselves? This question has been 
put to me several times lately. I have been tempted 
to answer nothing! But I'm afraid such an answer 
would have more than a touch of cynicism. The 
fact is that the proposals are being studied. True, 
there are not as many people studying them as 
there ought to be, but still there are a good many 
people throughout the world studying them—more 
perhaps in other countries than our own! I have 
received several publications from England and 
the United States which reveal this fact. 

Progress is bound to be rather slow on our 
side. The United Church will probably be able 
to reach a decision much earlier. The reason for 
this lies in our different systems of government. 
The United Church system resembles committee- 
government. At any rate this illustration will make 
the contrast between us clearer than any other 
of which I can think. A committee has a chairman 
and usually reaches its decisions by a majority 
vote. No member of this committee can be held 
responsible for the decision. It is a common saying 
that “a committee can often decide to do what no 
individual member of the committee would accept 
responsibility for doing. As a consequence of the 
principle of the majority-vote, the minority must 
either acquiesce or rebel. In this way many divi¬ 
sions have occurred in Christendom. 

In contrast to this system stands our own, the 
Episcopal system. Unlike the chairman of a com¬ 
mittee the bishop is personally responsible for 
the decisions of his Synod. He must concur or not 
concur in those decisions and must accept responsi¬ 
bility for them and, believe me, he has a body 
that can be kicked and a soul that can be lost.

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Editorial 

The Season of Lent comes early this year, and 
will soon be upon us. It comes with an offer of 
spiritual medicine and discipline which we know 
we all need, but which we repeatedly ignore be¬ 
cause we are too busy trying to keep up with 
the business of living to take time out for our 
soul's health. Lent challenges the right of all 
our many activities to claim the whole of our 
time and energy, and pleads that we shall all 
live fuller and richer lives if only we will take 
time out to exercise our spiritual talents. "Come 
ye apart and rest awhile" is the message it brings, 
and it reminds us of the example of Jesus, and the 
many times both He and His disciples withdrew 
from the multitude of ordinary everyday duties 
for prayer. Our lives tend to be over-filled with 
matters of small importance, and it is always the 
trivial' and inconsequential which clamour the 
loudest, and demand first place. Prayer and Bible 
reading and worship are left until we can find 
time. God receives the left-overs of our time, in¬ 
tellect and attention. It is no wonder that our 
spiritual talents atrophy and die. No religious life 
can hope to flourish on one hour a week—much 
less one hour a month. 


LENT comes to us each year with an oppor¬ 
tunity for doing something about our religious life. 
For your soul's health sake don't let this season 
pass by unobserved. Make some extra effort this 
Lent. For the benefit of those who would like 
some suggestions in the choice of suitable Lenten 
observances may we suggest one or more of the 
following: 

1. Resolve to attend regularly the mid-week 
Lenten Services in your Church. 

2. Resolve to attend the early Sunday morning 
Service of Holy Communion. Remember your 
Confirmation vows. 

3. Be a TWICER in Lent. Where there are Morn¬ 
ing and Evening Services, resolve that for the 
season of Lent you will attend them both. 

4. Resolve to do some serious reading. What 
about reading over the four Gospels once 
again. Two chapters a day during Lent would 
enable you, to read the Gospels. Failing 
that, at least try to read One Chapter a day. 

5. Perhaps there is a mid-week Service of Holy 
Communion in your Church. This is a service 
for busy housewives especially, lasting for 
half-an-hour. You can attend it if you make 
up your mind and plan your work and shop¬ 
ping accordingly. 

6. What about unhappy habits which need mas¬ 
tering? Try giving up the habit for the season, 
and prove you are master of yourself. By the 
end of Lent you may be rid of the habit for 
all time. 

7. Resolve to do a little missionary work among 
your friends, neighbors or acquaintances. 
Bring them to Church, or to your mid-week 
group. 

The Lenten season is yours to make use of. 
The joy of Eastertide and the good news of the 
Resurrection depends on how you keep Lent.

So our procedure in all important matters is to 
reach a "common mind" rather than "a majority 
vote". This principle is slow because a common 
mind is often hard to reach. But few will contend 
that a majority is always right. So in this im¬ 
portant matter the Church will, through free dis¬ 
cussion, endeavor to reach a solution which em¬ 
bodies the principles for which the different sides 
are contending. Any other course might well re¬ 
sult in further division and defeat the very cause 
we all have at heart. So, patience!

Archibald of Winnipeg and varied 
methods of teaching the lessons will be 
used. 

All children who have been reg¬ 
istered with the Sunday School by Post 
will be given automatic membership 
in the S.S. by Radio, but children who 
do not belong to the S.S. by Post 
should write, giving their names, and 
ages. Sunday School papers will be 
forwarded to them, together with the 
registration form.

many parochial duties. Canon Crane- 
Williams took the services in the 
Cathedral during the Dean's absence 
on holidays for two years and also 
many other times when the latter was 
unable to do so. He also rendered great 
assistance at other Churches, including 
St. Thomas', Wainwright, St. Stephen's 
and St. Luke's, Edmonton, and preached 
at many others. Mrs. Crane-Williams 
was a Sunday School teacher of great 
ability besides taking an active part 
in many other good works such as the 
Red Cross in which she was an ardu¬ 
ous worker. Before leaving Canon 
Crane-Williams donated to the Cathe¬ 
dral a beautiful red leather covered 
Missal for use at the Altar.

After the names 
were put on, the presents were taken 
over to the hall where a gaily dec¬ 
orated tree awaited them. 

The Indians had expected a bigger 
crowd, so had been busy making more 
seats. They were not disappointed. 
They had also decorated the hall in 
real Christmas fashion. 

The party began by the singing of 
"O, Canada." Recitations, songs and 
a drill were carried out by the school 
children. John Horse, Chief of the 
Reserve, said a few words in which 
he welcomed our Bishop and hoped 
that we would again be honoured by 
his presence. Thomas Faithful, oldest 
member of our Church also expressed 
great joy in having the Bishop with 
us. Thomas Quinney, with the help 
of Billy Daniels did the interpreting. 

The highlight of the evening was the 
message of the Bishop. “He makes 
everything so clear", was heard by 
many, after listening to the message. 
The children recited a prayer that the 
Bishop had given them to learn when 
he was here before. 

Santa then arrived and gave out the 
gifts. Bags containing apples, oranges, 
candies and nuts were given to the 
children. Apples and oranges were 
passed to the people. The Treats were 
provided by the Indians themselves. 

The Indians are very grateful to all 
who donated gifts and some candy 
brought by the Bishop. A hearty “Thank 
you" goes out to you all. 

A service with Holy Communion was 
held next day in the church and was 
well attended. The Indians will indeed 
be looking forward to the Bishop's next 
visit.

COVENTRY CATHEDRAL 

Several parishes have been sending 
parcels of food to Clergy in Britain, 
for distribution to the sick and aged, 
and a number of appreciative messages 
have been received. 

A parcel sent to the Precentor of 
Coventry Cathedral from All Saints' 
Cathedral brought an interesting letter 
from the Precentor, containing news of 
Coventry. The letter said in part: 

“You may be interested to know a 
little about our life and work at the 
Cathedral. As you know, the main body 
was destroyed by incendiary bombs, 
and on the ground level only the tower 
and spire, and the walls, remain. But 
one of the old porches has been turned 
into a tiny chapel (the Chapel of the 
Resurrection) with seating for 12 
people, and this is a favourite spot 
for people to say their prayers in the 
heart of this busy city. Also the staff 
of the Cathedral (the Provost, myself, 
the Custos, the Oddman, and the Lady 
Steward) use this little chapel twice a 
day for Family Prayers and Evensong. 
In the better part of the year we have 
many great open air services in the 
ruins, and we have a broadcasting 
system permanently laid on for this 
purpose. 

Below the ground level we have 
two Crypt chapels, communicating 
with one another, and together seat¬ 
ing perhaps 150 people. One of these 
is used for Holy Communion, and the 
other for Matins and Evensong on 
Sundays. We have a small choir, and 
the congregational singing is good. Of 
course we have no organ, but the 
piano is a good substitute. In the sum¬ 
mer months we often broadcast the 
Evening Service from the Crypt to the 
ruins where perhaps hundreds of sight¬ 
seers may take part. 

Even now, seven years after the 
destruction of Coventry Cathedral, the 
number of sightseers is tremendous in 
the better weather. At weekends—and 
particularly on Sunday afternoons— 
the Provost and I try to use this as an 
evangelistic opportunity. We gather 
groups of these people and show them 
round—ending with prayers in one of 
the Crypt chapels. 

The Cathedral itself was 600 years 
old, and the Crypts where we now 
worship were there 700 years ago. It 
is a great thrill to have such continu¬ 
ity with the past. But we try not to

The fine manner in which the 
laity continue to “pitch in" and do 
the work of organizing and canvassing 
is most encouraging. Results of their 
good work will be seen in the 1947 
report. This report will be issued 
shortly after the Annual Meeting which 
will probably be held early in March.

ARTICLE III 

Constitution ior Parochial Branches 

Including Young Women's Branches 
and Branches of the Girls' Auxiliary. 

Note—Each branch must have the 
consent of the Incumbent of the Parish 
and of the Diocesan Executive before 
organizing or disbanding. 

1. Name —This association shall be 

called . Branch of the Woman's 

Auxiliary of the Church of England 
in Canada. 

2. Objects —The objects of the 
branch shall be: 

1. To learn about missions. 

2. To offer individual and inter¬ 
cessory prayer for missions. 

3. To awaken missionary zeal 
among the women of the 
parish. 

4. To contribute money for the 
pledges and appeals under¬ 
taken by the Diocesan Board 
of Management. 

5. To assist the Diocesan Dorcas 
Secretary-Treasurer in supply¬ 
ing outfits, bales, hospital sup¬ 
plies, etc. 

6. To co-operate in the work of 
Religious Education and social 
service and any other need in 
the parish approved by the 
Incuumbent. 

3. Membership — Any baptized 
woman or girl may become a member 
of a branch. 

4. Ollicers —The list of officers shall 
correspond as far as practicable with 
the list of Diocesan Officers (see 5.2(b) 
Diocesan Constitution). Each officer 
shall keep in touch with the Diocesan 
Officer of her department and shall 
carry out in the Parochial branch the 
policy of that department. 

5. Meetings— 

1. Regular meetings of the Paro¬ 
chial branch shall be held at 
which the order of business 
shall be: 

1. Devotional period. 

2. Roll call. 

3. Minutes of last meeting. 

4. Correspondence. 

5. Treasurer's statement. 

6. Missionary intelligence and 
educational period. 

7. Reports (including reports 
from Girls,' Juniors', Little 
Helpers' Branches and from 
the Church Boys' League). 

8. Miscellaneous business. 

9. Offerings. 

10. Closing prayers. 

2. The annual meeting of the 
branch shall be held before 
the Diocesan Annual meeting 
and before the annual meeting 
of the parish on a date to be 
decided by the branch. 


3. At this meeting reports of the 
year's work shall be presented, 
officers of the branch and dele¬ 
gates to the Diocesan Board 
and Deanery Meetings shall be 
elected by ballot. 

4. Special meetings may be called 
by the President upon the re¬ 
quest of three members, five 
to form a quorum. 

5. Cards and Badge —A card con¬ 
taining the members' prayer or 
Girls’ prayer for daily use shall 
be given each woman or girl 
on becoming a member of a 
branch. The silver Winchester 
cross shall be worn by mem¬ 
bers; the gold badge by Life 
Members. 

ARTICLE IV 
Parochial By-laws 

1. The President or, in her absence, 
one of the Vice-Presidents or, in their 
absence, a chairwoman chosen by the 
members shall preside at all meetings 
of the branch. 

2. Duties of Ollicers: 

(a) The Secretary shall conduct 
the correspondence of the 
branch, give notice of all 
meetings and keep the min¬ 
utes thereof, prepare an an¬ 
nual report for presentation at 
the Annual Meeting a copy 
of which shall be sent to the 
Diocesan Corresponding Sec¬ 
retary and to the clergyman 
in charge of the parish. 

(b) The Treasurer shall receive 
and keep an account of all 
fees and donations contributed 
for missionary or parochial 
purposes and prepare a state¬ 
ment for the Annual Meeting, 
a copy of which shall be for¬ 
warded to the Treasurer of 
the Diocesan Board. All money 
from Girls' branches shall be 
forwarded to the Diocesan 
Treasurer of the Girls' Dept. 

(c) The Dorcas Secretary shall in¬ 
terest the members of the 
branch in Dorcas Work and 
hospital supplies. She shall 
supervise the preparation of 
bales and church furnishings; 
she shall prepare an Annual 
statement, a copy of which 
shall be sent to the Diocesan 
Dorcas Secretary-Treasurer. 

(d) The Educational Secretary 
shall be responsible for the 
diffusion of missionary intelli¬ 
gence among the members of 
the branch and shall arrange 
for the formation of study 
classes. 

(e) The Secretary Treasurer oi the 
Living Message shall strive to 
see that this magazine is 


placed in the hands of every 
member of the branch. 

(f) The Thanhofiering Secretary 
shall have charge of the dis¬ 
tribution of individual thank- 
offering boxes and keep a 
careful record of the same. 
She shall take care that the 
United Thankoffering is sent 
to the Diocesan U.T.O. Secre¬ 
tary at the end of June, at the 
Diocesan Annual Meeting. 

(g) The Secretary of the Extra- 
Cent-a-Day Fund shall re¬ 
ceive contributions from the 
members and forward the 
same to the Diocesan Extra- 
Cent-a-Day Secretary for the 
meetings of the Board held 
throughout the year. 

(h) Other officers and convenors 
necessary to further the work 
of the branch shall give re¬ 
ports of their departments at 
the business meetings of the 
branch. 

3. Affiliation Fee of 15c for each 
member shall be paid annually not 
later than the fifteenth day of Decem¬ 
ber to the Diocesan Treasurer. 

4. Pledges: 

(a) The minimum amount con¬ 
tributed to the Diocesan 
Treasurer for the General 
Pledge Fund shall be $4.00 
per branch per annum. 

(b) According to Diocesan by¬ 
laws, no branch shall raise 
money for pledges by means 
of dances, card parties, raf¬ 
fles, or games of chance. 

5. Membership on the Diocesan 
Board. 

(a) Each parochial branch shall 
be represented by the Presi¬ 
dent (or Proxy), two other 
members, known as delegates, 
and the superintendents of the 
Girls' Branch, the Junior 
Branch, the Little Helpers and 
the Church Boys' League. 

(b) A branch is not entitled to 
vote at any meeting of the 
board unless its Annual Af¬ 
filiation fees have been paid. 

6. Audit. All books shall be audited 
before the Annual Meeting of the 
Branch. 

7. Reading oi Constitution and By¬ 
laws shall be made at the opening 
business meeting of the year's work, 
or at least once during the year. 

8. Amendment. These by-laws may 
be altered or amended at any regular 
meeting of the Diocesan Board pro¬ 
vided the proposal be placed on the 
printed notice of the Annual Meeting 
of the Diocesan Board and passed by 
a two-thirds vote of the members en¬ 
titled to vote. 
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Looking back to the years 1910-1914, 
one sees what now appears to be a 
golden age of prosperity in Western 
Canada such as has not since been 
experienced. They were years of 
optimism and expansion; new settlers 
of many different nationalities were 
arriving in thousands; two new trans¬ 
continental railways were rapidly 
nearing completion, and there was real 
wealth in wheat at eighty cents a 
bushel. Edmonton and the district 
around it shared considerably in this 
growth, and the more hardy pioneers 
were even finding their way to the 
other side of the Peace River. The 
demands upon the Church in and 
around Edmonton grew in proportion, 
and it was during this period that a 
number of new parishes were formed. 
The Edmonton Mission itself increased 
its staff to 9 clergymen and 8 lay- 
readers in 1910, one of these being 
the Reverend J. J. Robinson, then lately 
resigned as Dean of Belfast, Ireland, 
who took charge of St. Andrew's for 
some years, but in 1916 became the 
first Warden of St. John’s College, 
Winnipeg, who was not a Bishop and 
whose sole charge was the College. 
In 1910, too, there were dedicated the 
Churches of St. Luke's, St. Faith's, St. 
Andrew's, St. Michael and All Angels' 
and the Church of the Good Shepherd 
in Edmonton, and St. Catherine's in 
Edson. All Saints' Home for Girls was 
also built about this time through the 
generosity of Mrs. Humphrey Lloyd, 
who for some years had been an ap¬ 
preciated and honoured worker in the 
city. It is recorded that in 1913 there 
were 30 clergy working in the Arch¬ 
deaconry of Edmonton, 8 of whom were 
entirely supported by their congrega¬ 
tions. 

By 1913 Bishop Pinkham felt that the 
formation of the Archdeaconry of Ed¬ 
monton into a Diocese had become a 
pressing necessity, if ways and means 
could be found of accomplishing it, 
find so at the Synod held in Calgary 
in July of that year he announced that 
he proposed to ask the Provincial 
Synod, when it met in August, to erect 
that part of the tJiocese lying north 


of the line dividing townships 42 and 
43 into a new Diocese to be called 
Edmonton and to be administered by 
the Bishop of Calgary until such time 
as a Bishop could be elected and con¬ 
secrated. In doing this, he added, 
"The only difficulty in the way of the 
appointment of a new Bishop is that 
the Metropolitan and the Provincial 
Bishops will not consecrate anyone, 
even if he were chosen, until his sti¬ 
pend is forthcoming. I am in hopes 
this difficulty will soon be overcome 
... I am willing ... to organize it 
(the Diocese) in the autumn, and for 
such time as may be necessary to have 
again charge of two Dioceses, as I had 
from 1880 to October, 1903, because 
I feel that every moment during which 
there is the postponement of new or¬ 
ganization means precious time lost." 
The Bishop was also hoping at that 
time to form the southern part of the 
Diocese of Calgary into a separate 
Diocese with Lethbridge as the See 
City. 

The Synod endorsed the Bishop's pro¬ 
posals, and the Provincial Synod adopt¬ 
ed them promptly and unanimously. 
The financing of the Bishop's stipend, 
however, seems to have been a rather 
complicated matter, and temporarily 
to have been provided by grants from 
the S.P.G., the generosity of Canon 
Hartley, and the co-operation of the 
Diocese of Calgary and the M.S.C.C. 

The first Meeting of the Synod of 
the new Diocese of Edmonton was held 
on November 12th and 13th, 1913, with 
31 clergy and 35 laymen present. The 
Synod opened with a Celebration of 
Holy Communion in All Saints' Church 
at 8 a.m., at which an Address was 
delivered by the Very Rev. Dean Paget 
of Calgary, who also preached at the 
Synod Service in the evening taking 
as his text Psalm 14, Verse 14, and 
the Church as the Bride of Christ as 
his theme. He emphasized that the 
work which had been done that day 
was no mere local ceremony of out¬ 
ward organization or formal Synodical 
action, but a continuation of the Divine 
process by which the living organism 
of the Body of Christ gave birth to a 
new organical life to exetnd and enrich 
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her family, and he bid his brethren 
of the new Diocese to go forth in their 
new life and their new strength to do 
their old work, that of bringing the 
life of the Church of Christ home to 
every soul entrusted to their care, 
which was the noblest work in the 
world. 

Bishop Pinkham's Charge outlined 
the history of the formation of the 
Diocese, its financial problems, its op¬ 
portunities and the necessity of train¬ 
ing candidates for Holy Orders. He 
closed with a passage taken from his 
first Charge to the Synod of Calgary 
of February 21st, 1889, “In conclusion, 
what, brethren, must be our aim? To 
set forth Christ Crucified, who was 
made unto us Wisdom from God, and 
righteuosness, and sanctification and 
redemption; and to manifest the Fruits 
of the Spirit . . . What work we may 
do in this new country for God, and 
for Our fellow citizens, if we are true 
to our obligations." There is a well- 
known picture of this Synod in which 
Mr. Chancellor Ford sits at the right 
hand of the Venerable Bishop; and 
Archdeacon Gray (afterwards Bishop) 
at his left, while at the Bishop's feet 
is the boyish figure of the now Ven¬ 
erable Dr. Leversedge. The latter and 
the Reverend W. E. Edmonds seem to 
be the only two present at that Synod 
who are still left in the Diocese. 

The work of this first Synod was, 
necessarily, devoted largely to organ¬ 
ization: the Rules and Canons finally 
adopted being very much based on

XXI—The Renaissance 

The years 500 to 800 A.D. were 
called the "Dark Ages," not so much 
concerning them as because during 
those centuries the lamp of learning 
was almost extinguished. The priests 
were generally uncouth and illiterate, 
so much so that King Alfred complain¬ 
ed that there was hardly one who could 
read Latin, and the monks were often 
given over to feasting and sensuality. 
It was not surprising, therefore, that 
Latin and Greek the languages in 
which so much of the Church's litera¬ 
ture was written, were forgotten, and 
the books themselves lost. Some of 
them, we may suspect, were used for 


no better purpose than to kindle fires 
in the monastic kitchens. 

With the later half of the fifteenth 
century there developed a new interest 
in scholarship and learning, generally 
called the Renaissance or ”re-birth" 
(of learning). The age was one of 
investigation and exploration equal in 
its day to the great era of development 
which took place in the nineteenth 
century. In 1407 Vasco da Gama 
finally circumnavigated Africa, and 
some years after came the discovery 
of America by Christopher Columbus. 
In 1507 Copernicus expounded his 
views on the solar system rendering 
obsolete the former conviction that the 


earth was the fixed centre of the uni¬ 
verse, for whose sake the sun shone 
by day, and the moon and the stars 
by night. But the Renaissance meant 
something more than the exploration 
of the physical universe. There was 
a revived interest in man himself. In 
Italy, the cradle of the Renaissance, the 
movement was essentially artistic and 
literary, and the old ascetic ideals gave 
way to the love of beauty and the joy 
of life. The great Italian painters, 
Leonardo da Vinci, Raphael, and 
Titian, portrayed bodies of perfect 
physical beauty. The fifteenth cen¬ 
tury also witnessed in Italy a de¬ 
veloping interest in scholarship and 
learning, and the ancient classics of 
Greece, so clear in idea and so beauti¬ 
ful in style, once more exercised a 
spell over the human mind. The life 
of an Italian scholar of those days is 
vividly described by George Eliot in 
"Romola." 

The revival of learning in England 
will always be associated with three 
men who came to be known as the 
Oxford reformers—John Colet, Eras¬ 
mus, and Sir Thomas More. All three 
had received part of their education 
in Italy and had been deeply im¬ 
pressed by what they had learned 
there. John Colet returned to Oxford 
and during the terms of 1496-97 de¬ 
livered a course of public lectures on 
the Pauline Epistles. These lectures 
opened a new era in the history of 
biblical exposition for previously the 
Bible had been regarded as a store¬ 
house of isolated texts, and the plain 
meaning of Scripture had been twisted 
and distorted by allegorical and other 
fantastic methods of interpretation. 
Colet tried to realize the man S. Paul 
as he lived and worked, and the special 
circumstances of the Churches to which 
he wrote. In his eyes the purity of 
primitive Christianity had been defiled 
by the mediaeval Church. 

The New Learning in England was 
received, like any other innovation, 
with mixed feelings. Honest students 
were glad to see it. Older divines 
were inclined to minimize it, especi¬ 
ally as Colet, one of its sponsors, 
though a Master of Arts, was not even 
in deacon's orders, or a graduate in 
Divinity. Fat and lazy clerks, whether 
secular or religious, were alarmed lest 
it deprive them of their placid mode of 
life. The Renaissance found an eager

—including those who select the text 
for W.A. mission study—should read 
it, for in small compass and plain lan¬ 
guage it provides an introduction to 
all mission study, and there are in¬ 
cluded a valuable set of questions for 
discussion and a list of books for ref¬ 
erence; every Church member should 
read it, with special attention to the 
last chapter which demonstrates the in¬ 
escapable missionary obligation of 
every individual Christian.—R. J.

patron in the King. Henry VIIFs acces¬ 
sion in 1509 was welcomed with en¬ 
thusiasm. The young King was ex¬ 
tremely popular and was conspicuous 
for his strength and manly beauty. He 
was pre-eminently a sportsman; at 
tennis, shooting, hunting and yacht¬ 
ing, he was head and shoulders above 
his fellows. But by none was his ac¬ 
cession greeted with greater joy than 
by the friends of the New Learning. 
For Henry was known to be its warm 
friend. Lord Mountjoy wrote to Eras¬ 
mus, ’’This King of ours is no seeker 
after gold or gems or mines of silver. 
He desires only the fame and virtue 
and eternal life. I was lately in his 
presence. He said he regretted he 
was still so ignorant. I told him that 
him only to encourage learning. He 
the nation did not want him to be 
him self learned; the nation wanted 
replied that without knowledge life 
would not be worth living." 

It was apparent almost from the 
first that the Renaissance, or New 
Learning, had come to stay and would 
have far-reaching effects. Those ef¬ 
fects we have come to know as the 
Reformation, the object of which was 
"to bring back the Christianity of the 
Apostles, and to clear away the thorns 
and briars with which it is overgrown."

those of the Diocese of Calgary. Mr. 
J. H. Gamble of Edmonton was appoint¬ 
ed as Secretary-Treasurer. The Synod, 
from the first, exhibited a keen inter¬ 
est in Religious Education, and not 
only passed a Resolution urging all 
lay members of country congregations 
to use their influence to secure from 
School Trustees in their respective 
Districts the right of entry of the local 
religious Ministers, but authorized its 
Committee on Sunday Schools to ap¬ 
proach other religious bodies to seek 
their co-operation in a persistent and 
determined effort to have the funda¬ 
mental principles of Christianity taught 
in our Public Schools.
